ly IS RATHER SURPRISING TO NOTE THI PREQUENCY 
with which college administrators in the field of tood 
service and housing retuse to compare their operations 
with commercial installauons such as restaurants and 
hotels. “We're different,” they say, “and comparison 
would only lead to contusion and musinterpretauon 

There is truth in such a statement, but trequently 
there is also a reluctance to face reality. Some avoid 
making such comparisons, not because ot an inherent 
difference in operating philosophy, but because they do 
not wish to have their inethciency exposed. “We're 
different” 1s a weak crutch to use as a detense tor poor 
management 

The responsibility tor the type and standard of tood 
service and housing rests with top management—the 
president, business manager, and trustees. If subsidy 
ot such service results trom top management's tuzzy 
thinking regarding tts objectives it is too much to ex 
pect the food service or housing director to operate 
ethciently. The business office should aid by providing 
assistance in establishing fiscal control through ade 
quate records and personnel. Because of the specialized 
nature of food service, and the lack of clear understand 
ing of its problems by many business ofhcers, the tood 
director is often cast adrift with few guides as to proper 
charung ot the course. Its not surprising that some 
thing goes wrong. The surprise is that it doesn’t happen 
oftener 

When top management has dete rmined its objectives 
tor housing and food service it has gone a long way 
to assure good food service and housing. This is an 
area in administration where unit cost control must be 
established, even though such procedures may not have 


validity in other phases ot the academic program

LOLEDO, OHIO Two changes in 
th veneral code of Ohio introduced 
it the request of the University ot 
Toledo became law in July by action 
of the state legislature. The first per 
mits members of the board of directors 
of a municipal university to be chosen 
trom the electors within the county 
rather than from the city alone 

Ihe second broadens the base of 
financial support for a municipal unt 
versity by making it possible for the 
county to share in that support This 
measure is permissive, allowing th 
voters of the county outside the city 
boundaries to vote upon a tax levy for 
the university and, in return, receive 
the benefits of resident fees
